Henry Ford of the live seal busi- 
ness. "I guess I had better take it 
"isy for a while." 


For 42 years the 
white- mus- 


tached little man has ooasied: "I 
supply the world with sea lion;;" 
and he holds a practical interna- 
tional monopoly ol the indastry. He 
has caught and shipped more than 
2,500 California sea lions — u va- 
riety of eared seals — to zoos and 
circuses throughout the world. 


"I'm selling off the business now 


to my nephew and 
putting 
my 


money in bonds," said the vener- 
able captain. 


The seals he 
caught were 
al- 


ways uneducated. Trainers and zoo 
keepers have had to teach them 


stunts that delight youngsters.

They eat from 20 to 30 
pounds of fish a day. but they can 
80 a couple of weeks without eat- 
ing. Yet they can't live without fre- 
quent shower baths. They have to 
be hosed down with water several 
times during long trips. 


Formerly they were shipped in 


slatted boxes. Mysteriously

pined away enroute. McGuire dis 
covered the reason: Seals are curi- 
ous. They 
have to .see

going on around them or they get 
delusions of persecution. Now they 
are shipped in wire cages that til

Seals never mate in captivity but

Hoover's Export 
Plan Against 
Present Policy

The Hoover plan — set lorth in a

tional defense problems. Their con- 
'fusions ar.e blunt, sensible, obviou- 
'Jiy honest, and undeniably disturb- 
ing. 


They reveal the wide gap between 


our present provisions for national 
defense and what tha commission 
believes are our immediat'j needs. 
One need is universal 
training, 


which the commission finds to lx> 
the only method through which we 
could insure a sufficient

and dispersal of trained military 
manpower without 
overburdening

He 
has caught and shipped more than 
2,500 California sea lions — u va- 
riety of eared seals — to zoos and 
circuses throughout the world. 


"I'm selling off the business now

may find it to dodge them. They 
give a grim picture of the state of 
our national defense which, while 
not new, has never been presented 
more compellingly. 


Congress will find it difficult to 


dismiss the report lightly. Its au- 
thors are persons of brilliant a'tain- 
ment in their various field—science 
education, religion, law, diplomacy 
and 
industry. 
They 
devo'ted 


six months to (he study of our na- 
tional defense problems. Their con- 
'fusions ar.e blunt, sensible, obviou- 
'Jiy honest, and undeniably disturb- 
ing. 


They reveal the wide gap between 


our present provisions for national 
defense and what tha commission 
believes are our immediat'j needs. 
One need is universal 
training, 


which the commission finds to lx> 
the only method through which we 
could insure a sufficient 
numo?;- 


and dispersal of trained military 
manpower without 
overburdening 


the country's economy throntjii the 
maintenance of a huge standing ar- 
;r\y, navy, air force and marine 
corps." 


Still Congress refuses even to dis- 


cuss the matter, apparently throuuh 
fear of losing votes. It postpones 
action while time runs out. while 
other nations strengthen themsel- 
ves, while this country slips from 
eminence in the air to a lliird-.-ate 
air,power. It reduces our military 
strength without giving thought to 
replacement.

Former President Herbert Hoov- 
er's proposal to "seriously reduce" 
exports, grants and loans to for- 
eign countries today 
ran 
smack 


into the administration's campaign 
to maintain the present high level 
of -foreign trade for both domestic 
and foreign policy reasons. 


The Hoover plan — set lorth in a 
report entitled "The limits of Amer- 
ican aid to foreign countries" — 
also coincided with a broadside Re- 
publican campaign for partisan as 
well as bi-partisan investigations 
of the administration's foreign eco- 
nomic plans. 


The Hoover report was requested 


by the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee after he called for separate 
peace treaties with Germany and 
Japan if necessary to skirt Russian 
"obstructionism."

..tumor and imagination and wholo- 
Jbmc courage tnal his name rang 
around 
tha world 
unchallenged. 
And then there -was the other man 
from 
Kansas, 
Ed 
Howe, 
bitter 


cynic who criticized all religion and 
all women, but whose genius for 
paragraphs enablsd the world to 
overlook what 
those 
paragraphs 
. really said. There are many edi- 


tors who follow 
William 
Allen 


White, but at a respectful distance 
There 
is only one Ed Howe- 


nobody in our time ever followed 
him successfully. The world will 
-always put Mr. White ahead of Mr.

being in his secret heart prefers 
to be loved rather than hated.

He 
has caught and shipped more than 
2,500 California sea lions — u va- 
riety of eared seals — to zoos and 
circuses throughout the world. 


"I'm selling off the business now 


to my nephew and

money in bonds," said the vener- 
able captain.

ways uneducated. Trainers and zoo 
keepers have had to teach them

six months to (he study of our na- 
tional defense problems. Their con- 
'fusions ar.e blunt, sensible, obviou- 
'Jiy honest, and undeniably disturb- 
ing. 


They reveal the wide gap between 


our present provisions for national 
defense and what tha commission 
believes are our immediat'j needs. 
One need is universal 
training, 


which the commission finds to lx> 
the only method through which we 
could insure a sufficient 
numo?;- 


and dispersal of trained military 
manpower without 
overburdening 


the country's economy throntjii the

;r\y, navy, air force and marine 
corps." 


Still Congress refuses even to dis-

He 
has caught and shipped more than 
2,500 California sea lions — u va- 
riety of eared seals — to zoos and 
circuses throughout the world. 


"I'm selling off the business now 


to my nephew and

Former President Herbert Hoov- 
er's proposal to "seriously reduce" 
exports, grants and loans to for-

The Hoover plan — set lorth in a 
report entitled "The limits of Amer- 
ican aid to foreign countries" — 
also coincided with a broadside Re- 
publican campaign for partisan as 
well as bi-partisan investigations 
of the administration's foreign eco- 
nomic plans.

must remain in session a minimum 
or aO weeks with a minimum of 172 
days of actual classwork. 


'For class B high schools the ad-

sc»ool must be in session 3'2 weeks 
with 155 clays of classwork. 
Clas C nign schools must have 


a minimum of three teachers 
in

weeks, but it takes thr.ee

before convalescence is complete. 
Medical science does not have any 
drug al thc present time 
which 
shortens the course or lessens Ihe 
severity of typhoid fever. Good nur- 
sing care is most important. 


Typhoid fever is contracted by 
susceptible persons who come in di- 
rect contact with a patient with the 
disease or a carrier of the germ. 
Indirectly the disease may bo spr- 
ead by infected food, water, milk, 
shellfish, and flies. Infection devel- 


served. 


Typhoid fever is contagious as 
long as germs arc discharged from 
body.

Food handlers who are carriers 
spread most typhoid fever.

Little Rock, June 16 —(/P)—Mini- 


mum requiremtns for accrediting 
junior and senior Arkansas high 
schools were prescribed 
by the 
state board of education today 
in 
a 30-page compilation of "policies, 
regulations and criteria" 
which 


became effective July 1. 1948. 


The board decreed that a Class 


A High school must have a mini- 
mun of four teacher "in the field of 
general education," must 
employ 


a superintendent who is a graduate 
of a foar-year college and holds a 
high school, teaching. Iceritificate. 
based on a bachelor's degree, and 
must remain in session a minimum 
or aO weeks with a minimum of 172 
days of actual classwork. 


'For class B high schools the ad- 


ministralive and teaching 
staffs 


must be same as Class A and the 
sc»ool must be in session 3'2 weeks 
with 155 clays of classwork. 
Clas C nign schools must have 


a minimum of three teachers 
in 
general education, their 
adrnini- 


strtive head must be a college grad- 
uate and. their term must be 32 
weeks with a minimum of 153 days 
of classes.

Germs burrow 
in thc linings of thc small intestine 
and cause infection and ulceralion.

Typhoid 'fever lasts about three 


weeks, but it takes thr.ee 
weeks 


before convalescence is complete. 
Medical science does not have any 
drug al thc present time 
which 
shortens the course or lessens Ihe 
severity of typhoid fever. Good nur- 
sing care is most important. 


Typhoid fever is contracted by 
susceptible persons who come in di- 
rect contact with a patient with the 
disease or a carrier of the germ. 
Indirectly the disease may bo spr- 
ead by infected food, water, milk, 
shellfish, and flies. Infection devel- 


served. 


Typhoid fever is contagious as 
long as germs arc discharged from 
body. Frim two 
five 
cent of typhoid patients become per 
manum carrier.-, 01 me germs, a no 
germs do not harm the carrier, but 
they can cause infection in others. 


Food handlers who are carriers 
spread most typhoid fever. Those 
who harbor typhoid germs should 
go into some line of business which 
is not connected with food. In ma- 
ny cases, removal of nn infected 
gallbladder clears up the 
carrier 
condition.

days of actual classwork.

with 155 clays of classwork.

Typhoid, germs enter thc mouth 
with food or drink. Germs burrow 
in thc linings of thc small intestine 
and cause infection and ulceralion. 
Shortly afterward garms spread to 
the blood and Ihe patient becomes 
acutely ill. 


Typhoid 'fever lasts about three 


weeks, but it takes thr.ee 
weeks 


before convalescence is complete. 
Medical science does not have any 
drug al thc present time 
which 
shortens the course or lessens Ihe 
severity of typhoid fever. Good nur- 
sing care is most important. 


Typhoid fever is contracted by 
susceptible persons who come in di- 
rect contact with a patient with the 
disease or a carrier of the germ. 
Indirectly the disease may bo spr- 
ead by infected food, water, milk, 
shellfish, and flies. Infection devel- 


served. 


Typhoid fever is contagious as 
long as germs arc discharged from 
body. Frim two 
five 
cent of typhoid patients become per 
manum carrier.-, 01 me germs, a no 
germs do not harm the carrier, but 
they can cause infection in others. 


Food handlers who are carriers 
spread most typhoid fever. Those 
who harbor typhoid germs should 
go into some line of business which 
is not connected with food. In ma- 
ny cases, removal of nn infected 
gallbladder clears up the 
carrier 
condition.

mum requiremtns for accrediting

A High school must have a mini- 
mun of four teacher "in the field of 
general education," must

high school, teaching. Iceritificate. 
based on a bachelor's degree, and 
must remain in session a minimum 
or aO weeks with a minimum of 172 
days of actual classwork. 


'For class B high schools the ad- 


ministralive and teaching

must be same as Class A and the 
sc»ool must be in session 3'2 weeks 
with 155 clays of classwork. 
Clas C nign schools must have 


a minimum of three teachers 
in 
general education, their 
adrnini- 


strtive head must be a college grad- 
uate and. their term must be 32 
weeks with a minimum of 153 days 
of classes.

Typhoid, germs enter thc mouth 
with food or drink. Germs burrow 
in thc linings of thc small intestine 
and cause infection and ulceralion. 
Shortly afterward garms spread to 
the blood and Ihe patient becomes 
acutely ill. 


Typhoid 'fever lasts about three 


weeks, but it takes thr.ee 
weeks 


before convalescence is complete. 
Medical science does not have any 
drug al thc present time 
which 
shortens the course or lessens Ihe 
severity of typhoid fever. Good nur- 
sing care is most important. 


Typhoid fever is contracted by 
susceptible persons who come in di- 
rect contact with a patient with the 
disease or a carrier of the germ. 
Indirectly the disease may bo spr- 
ead by infected food, water, milk, 
shellfish, and flies. Infection devel- 


served. 


Typhoid fever is contagious as 
long as germs arc discharged from 
body. Frim two 
five 
cent of typhoid patients become per 
manum carrier.-, 01 me germs, a no 
germs do not harm the carrier, but 
they can cause infection in others. 


Food handlers who are carriers 
spread most typhoid fever. Those 
who harbor typhoid germs should 
go into some line of business which 
is not connected with food.

Little Rock, June 16 —(/P)—Mini- 


mum requiremtns for accrediting 
junior and senior Arkansas high 
schools were prescribed 
by the 
state board of education today 
in 
a 30-page compilation of "policies, 
regulations and criteria" 
which 


became effective July 1. 1948. 


The board decreed that a Class 


A High school must have a mini- 
mun of four teacher "in the field of 
general education," must 
employ 


a superintendent who is a graduate 
of a foar-year college and holds a 
high school, teaching. Iceritificate. 
based on a bachelor's degree, and 
must remain in session a minimum 
or aO weeks with a minimum of 172 
days of actual classwork. 


'For class B high schools the ad- 


ministralive and teaching

must be same as Class A and the 
sc»ool must be in session 3'2 weeks 
with 155 clays of classwork. 
Clas C nign schools must have 


a minimum of three teachers

World War II is short, and nx-ser- 
vice men can contract the infection 
two years alter Ihe last inoculation. 


Typhoid, germs enter thc mouth 
with food or drink. Germs burrow 
in thc linings of thc small intestine 
and cause infection and ulceralion. 
Shortly afterward garms spread to 
the blood and Ihe patient becomes 
acutely ill. 


Typhoid 'fever lasts about three 


weeks, but it takes thr.ee 
weeks 


before convalescence is complete. 
Medical science does not have any 
drug al thc present time 
which 
shortens the course or lessens Ihe 
severity of typhoid fever. Good nur- 
sing care is most important. 


Typhoid fever is contracted by 
susceptible persons who come in di- 
rect contact with a patient with the 
disease or a carrier of the germ. 
Indirectly the disease may bo spr- 
ead by infected food, water, milk, 
shellfish, and flies. Infection devel- 


served. 


Typhoid fever is contagious as 
long as germs arc discharged from 
body. Frim two 
five 
cent of typhoid patients become per 
manum carrier.-, 01 me germs, a no 
germs do not harm the carrier, but 
they can cause infection in others. 


Food handlers who are carriers 
spread most typhoid fever. Those 
who harbor typhoid germs should 
go into some line of business which 
is not connected with food. In ma- 
ny cases, removal of nn infected 
gallbladder clears up the 
carrier 
condition.
